The intricacies of language were then con­ 
sidered ; now it is the idea and sentiment 
which claims the admiration, and the most 
comprehensive manner of expressing one’s 
seutiment is the most approved method. 
Nor is it a simple and easy m atter to ex­ 
press oneself simply and correctly. 
It is 
as much of an art to acquire brevity in 
language as it íb to extend it by high-flown 
terms. 
The rapidity of the age has done 
much toward the simplifying of language. 
W e have just discovered tl a t life is abort 
—much shorter than it used to be, for the 
number of our days is decreased in conse- 
quenco of onr headlong race through life in 
competition with each other, and thus it 
becomes necessary to abbreviate in all 
things in like proportion, and especially 
in 
language. 
Thus 
the 
habit 
of 
abbreviation has gradually grown npon 
us ; 
but 
we 
still 
fiad 
those 
who 
remain 
devotees 
to 
the 
eld style of 
“ going 
around 
Robinson’s 
bxrn,’’ ac­ 
cording to the old saying, to express a sim­ 
ple idea—a thought which perhaps may bo 
of 
little 
consequence, 
if 
any, 
and 
yet 
a simple 
thought 
may 
convey 
a 
world 
of 
meaning 
when 
forcibly 
presented, 
but 
it 
never 
can 
be 
clearly 
ex; jessed 
when 
the 
quantity 
and the nature of the laDgnage tends to 
complicate it, and attracts the mind more 
to tho terms than to the subject. 
In the 
greater nnmber of books oi recent issue the 
language is teree and ths m atter is not 
strung out to such unnecessary length a3 
formerly, as may be seen by comparing 
them with works of only a few years ago. 
If such were tho caso there wcuid neccs. 
earily be fewer books read, and still it is an 
undisputed fact that tho general literature of 
the day is far more brilliant, on the whole, 
than that of a decade past. 
To is is pro­ 
gress, educationally, and to the simplifica­ 
tion of the language this improved state of 
society is chiefly due. 
W hile therefore tha 
modest and simple Anglo Saxon is to be 
favored in all w ritten and spoken language, 
there is a lim it 
to abbreviation and 
condensation; there 
is 
no 
necessity 
for 
making ontsrii 
incohrent 
in 
an 
endeavor 
to 
speak 
breifly 
and 
to 
the p o in t; one extreme, in this m itter, is 
ss undesirable as the ether, and r.houhl bo 
carefully guarded against. 
For this rea­ 
son, then, simplicity of language is an art, 
and it requires study, practico and a keen 
discernment to estimate, to a nicety, as to 
what may constitute the happy medium—

The funeral of Gambetta was a very im­ 
posing csremony, and as ueual in Paris it 
narrowly escaped giving rise to an emeute. 
In th a t city it ia not at all necessary that 
there should be a definito object, to raise a 
street row. 
There are so many excitable 
elements always ready to charge like a bull 
a t a red rag, that the mere sound of cer­ 
tain airB, the siogiog of certain sonjs, the 
display of certain tlags, the utterance of 
certain shibboleths, is sufficient to set then) 
off. 
In this instance the Government was 
evidently nervous and apprehensive, bat 
fortunately tho funeral passed off without 
any trouble, and now comes tho serious 
problem for G am betta’s faction. 
His was 
more than usually a personal party, and 
therefore its greatest influence has died 
w ith 
him. 
Opportunism 
may serve 
to hold together some of the fragments, 
but it seema questionable at this moment 
w hether a policy of that hind can succeed. 
N or can his late followers work out and 
carry forward Gambetta’s policy, because 
beyond the ecru1,in de liste, the seculariza­ 
tion of the schools, and the “ purification” 
of the judiciary, nobody really knows what 
hia purposes were. W hen he found himself 
in power he had apparently very little to 
propose, though when in opposition he con­ 
stantly attacked the policy of the Cabinet. 


THE DEATH OF 
GENERAL CHANEY, 


I t is rather a curious coincidence that 
G am betta and General Chanzy should have 
died almost at the same time, and we are 
not surprised that the circumstance should 
appear almost providential to the Germans ; 
for Chanzy was the greatest strategist 
Franco possessed, as Gambetta was the 
most determined advocate of a war of re­ 
venge. 
Had such a war been brought 
about by the latter, he would have relied 
mainly upon the former for its conduct, 
and now the two leaders are gone together. 
B ut it does cot follow th at the death of 
G am betta and of Chanzy will really put the 
dreaded struggle much further off. I t often 
happens in human affairs that things go by 
the rule of contraries, and it may be so in 
this case. 
I t also happens not seldom that 
the Hour brings the Man, and that where 
there seemed to be a conspicuous dearth 
of certain necessary qualities, a great occa­ 
sion calls forth cxzctly w hat was most 
wanted. And, after all, it is not individuals, 
but France, that Germany has to fe a r; 
acd France retains all her vigor. 


THE CHARGE OF ADKINI8TEATIO». 


C. U. H um ean and Charles Crocker have taken 
1,100 shares ol the Farmers' Canal Company, at 
about $70,000, and it is now ceitain that the canal 
will be at once enlarged and extended, so as to turn 
the water lor irrigating all the valley from the foot­ 
hills to the San Joaquin river, and between the 
Merced river and Mariposa creek. This will give 
a new impetus to business in Merced county, and is 
looked upon there as the most vital enterprise which 
has ever affected that county.

What is to prevent him changing his purpose so 
goon as he arrives here ?

The affairs of the State have been 
carried on quietly and efficiently. 
The 
Executive personally has made himself 
very popular, and he has unquestionably 
earned bis popularity. 
Governor Perkins 
is a warm-hearted, genial, actively sym­ 
pathetic and benevolent man, whose worst 
fault perhaps is a certain excess of self­ 
depreciation, but who, notwithstanding his 
diffidence, has succeeded through life in all 
that he has put his hand to. 
He has la­ 
bored faithfully in his office, has given it 
the 
most 
conscientious 
service; 
and 
this is deserving of some special note, 
considering 
the 
extent 
and 
urgency 
of 
his 
private 
interests. 
He 
has 
been 
at 
all 
times 
accessible 
to 
the humblest applicant for a hearing on 
any question relating to his department. 
He has never missed an opportunity to 
do kind and graceful acts when the doing 
of them was calculated to redound to the 
reputation of the State. 
No doubt it has 
Eometimes been objected th at he had very 
little regard for the “ dignity ” of his posi­ 
tion, b at th a t is a failing so much on the 
Bide of excellence that we are in doubt as 
to whether it should not rather be classed 
with his virtues. 
For as a rule w hat is 
called dignity is little more than the cloak 
which kind N ature throws over natural 
coldness of temperament. 
Your dignified 
men are very seldom warm-hearted or 
sympathetic. 
They are tco self-conscious, 
and too much impressed w ith their own 
consequence, to enter much into the feel­ 
ings of others. 
Now Governor Perkins is 
emphatically a man of the people ; fond 
of society, full of kindliness towards his 
fellows ; not greatly thoughtful of him self; 
blessed with abundant spirits, enjoying 
life as a self-made man has a right to enjoy 
it, and always anxious to maintain pleas­ 
ant relations w ith the world. 
Such men 
make many and fast friends. 
Yonr dig­ 
nified people only have admirers. 
Gov­ 
ernor Perkins has commended 
himself 
especially to Sacramento by hia amiable 
qualities and his sterling good sense, and 
he will carry away w ith him the heartiest 
good wishes of thi3 community. 
Governor Stoneman is as yet a stranger 
to most of us. B ut he comes highly íecom- 
mended, and nobody donbts th at he is 
capable of filling the seat of his predeces­ 
sor worthily. 
W e do not think there is 
anywhere a disposition to seek for causes 
of complaint against him prematurely, or 
to treat him in anyway unfairly. He has his 
record to make as Governor, and he will 
not, we trust, be hampered by captious 
fault-finding at the outect of hia career.

and especially by those of their political 
friends who w ant office. 
This is apt to 
produce difficulties, and since the Executive 
is bnt one, and his im portunate followers 
are many, the latter sometimes render bis 
life rather disagreeable. 
In fact a good 
deal of a quite unusual kind of firmness is 
required to master these obstacles, and 
unless a Governer has the necessary firm­ 
ness at command he is in danger of being 
carried away by the stream. W e trust that 
no such contretemps will befall Governor 
Stoneman, but that he will take the reins 
in his own hands and keep them there. 
For the rest he must rely upon his own ob­ 
servation and watchfulness. 
The people 
will give him full opportunity to study his 
position before he is subjected to criticism, 
and as he enters upon his term as Governor 
they wish him the best of fortune in his 
new office. 


THE E1VER 
AND HARBOR BILL. 


W e are glad to see th at Congressman 
Fage is already exerting himself to resist 
the inexplicable decision of the Secretary 
of W ar in regard to the appropriation for 
the improvement of the Sacramento river. 
For it ia certain th at the position of the 
Secretary on 
th at 
point is altogether 
erroneous and nntenable. 
His assertion 
that the Sacramento is not a navigable 
stream ia a misstatement which the most 
superficial study of the facts would have 
saved him from making, while his declara­ 
tion that the appropriation is not needed 
is really so flagrant a blander as to be in­ 
excusable. 
For the Secretary of W ar has 
before him the reportB of the Government 
engineer officers, detailed under Congress­ 
ional instrnction for the work, showing 
that the improvement of the Sacramento 
river is most urgently demanded ; showing 
that the Government of the United States 
has become in a special way responsible 
for the injury done to the stream ; and 
also demonstrating in detail how the 
employment of Government fnndB can be 
made subservient to the improvement of 
the river’s navigability. 
There really was 
but one fault to be found with the appro­ 
priation contained in the River and H ar­ 
bor bill, and that was in regard to the 
smallness of the amount. 
But the press of 
New York and Boston have been abusing 
Congress for passing the River and Harbor 
bill, chiefly because it made many hr¿e 
appropriations for Sonthern rivers and har­ 
bors, and it appears that the Secretary of 
W ar, in deference to this blind and narrow­ 
minded censure, has 
reported without 
inquiry 
against every appropriation for 
distant points. 
W e earnestly hope that 
the entire California delegation will take 
this m atter np, and join Mr. Fage in con­ 
tending against a decision whieh is mani­ 
festly nnjast, and so plainly against public 
policy. 
The tro th is th at Congress onght 


to double the appropriation for the Sacra­ 
mento river instead ef rejecting it, 


GOVESSOR CLEVELAND AND HIS PABTT. 


Governor Cleveland, it is taid, is already 
a source of displeasure to a large element 
of his party. 
It would stem th at the re­ 
port th at he had begun his term by turn­ 
ing out an old and faithful official to make 
room for a friend, is either not true, or 
cannot be taken as indicating his general 
ciurse. 
For it is complained th at he ab­ 
solutely refuses to dismiss competent men 
to make place for Democratic “ workers 
th at he persists in making all appointments 
hinge upon the fitness of the applicant; 
that he shows no respect for a belief in 
the spoils system ; and that, in fact, he is 
th at incomprehensible kind of Democrat— 
an official who is resolved toredeemhis cam­ 
paign pledges.

DOMESTIC NEW S. 


The Reported Finding 
of 
LlentenaBt 
Chipp's Parly. 
W ashington, January 7ib.—Gaorge Kee­ 
nan, of this city, who has traveled extensive­ 
ly in Siberia, and who is perhaps the best 
authority in this country upon the geography 
of Arctic Asia, speaking of the statement 
telegraphed from Boston that the bodies of 
the crew cf the Jeannette's second cutter have 
been found by an American artist in the 
Gulf of Khatalanga, a long, nairow arm of 
the Arctic ocean, south and east of the 
Taimur peninsula, says the story strikes him 
as very clumsy in iavention. 
Kennan adds; 
Xhs mouth of the Gulf of K hatahnga is more 
then 300 miles in an air line, and more than 
500 following the coapt, from the place where 
the boats separated. Lieutenant C'hipp knew 
very well that Captain DeLong intended to 
laud at the mouth of the Lene, and it would 
hardly be supposed that he would deliberate­ 
ly and purposely go 300 or 400 miles further 
westward, and land on the edge of the Taimur 
per.insula, the dreariest, most desolate and 
least known part of the entire north Siberian 
coast. Of course he might have been blown 
there against his will ; but in a high sea, if 
you should lose sight of a small boat fifty 
miles off Sandy Hook, with a gale blowing on 
Bfcore, you would hardly expect to find that 
boat on the coast of South Carolina. 
But 
this, perhaps, is not the worst of tho story’s 
improbabilities. 
The 
artist 
said 
to 
have discovered Lieutenant Chipp’s party 
on the coast of Khatalanga went there, ac­ 
cording to his letter, for the purpose of find­ 
ing a brother-in-law exiled to the “ Szerrna 
mines.” I do not think there is a native or 
Russian settlement <.f any kind within 400 
miles of the Khatalanga Gulf in any direc­ 
tion. 
The nearest inhabited 
places are 
Ysai-k and Khatalamk both 400 miles in­ 
land. A few Samoyodes wasder in summer 
over Toondra, which lies along tho Arctic 
Ocean in that vicinity, but in winter even 
they retire to the interior, end leave the 
whole region ur. inhabited. The mouth of 
Khatalanga Gulf lies in latitude 75°, almost as 
far north as the winter quarters of Dr. Kane, 
and it couid be ra3ehed at a season wuen the 
artist says he went there, Gnly by a well- 
equipped Arctic expedition. 
The letter tele­ 
graphed from Boston, besides being suspi­ 
ciously vague in its geographical details, is 
full of absurdities and iuatcuracies. The 
pit 
nc of a man iu the North cannot be de­ 
L 
d .t a distance of half a mile cr so by a 
peculiar “ strong cdor”; neither do men at 
the North inhabit cairns, The Chookcheep, 
of whom the artist is re presented as being 
afraid, do not live withia SCO miles of K hat­ 
alanga Gulf, and it ia next to impossible that 
a traveler in that region should even learn 
their name. All tho details of the finding of 
the 
supposed 
survivors 
of 
the eecond 
cutter Btrike 
me 
as 
simply preposter­ 
ous. 
According to the 
alleged 
record 
found 
in 
the 
Bible 
suppcBcd 
to 
belong to Kuchne, one at least of the crew 
lived until the 2d of March, 1882. 
In other 
words, an inexperieccd sailor, thrown on the 
uninhabited Taimur peninsula in latitude 75, 
without food, proper clothing or shelter, lived 
through an entire Arctic «inter, in the course 
of which the sun was continuously below the 
horizon for nearly 100 daye. 
If Captain De 
Long’s party could not keep themselves alive 
longer than a mouth in the Lena delta at the 
begiuning of antunm, it is hardly reasonable 
to suppose that auy one cf Lieutenant Chipp’s 
crew lived through a winter of six months on 
a still more barren coast, and at a point 
two 
or 
three 
degrees 
further 
north. 
Finally, if the story coutained in this letter 
had any foundation in fact, the finding of the 
men would have been mide known through 
regular Russian channels of communication. 
The loss of the Jeannette had been known 
for months in every Russian settlement of 
ncrthern Sibsria. If bodies ot white men 
had been found on the Gulf of Khatalanga irs', 
epring, as represented by this latter, the Rus­ 
sian authorities at Yeniaoyisk would havo 
been informed of the fact before midsummtr, 
and we should have had the news promptly 
by telegraph. 
Neither Secretaries Freling- 
huyeen nor Chandler have received informa­ 
tion with regard to the alleged finding of the 
bodies of tbs Jeannette's second cutter.

The moment the collision was 
teen to be inevitable, everything possible wat 
done on beard the City of Brumels to protect 
the lives if tbe paeseDgers and crew. Those 
on board bear testimony to the presence of 
mind and coolness cf the Captain and officers, 
even after the collision. 
The passengers 
seemed to be unconícious of the gravity of 
the situation, and the terrible gap which had 
been made in the forward part of the vessel. 
She was known, however, to be leaking very 
rapidly. All the iuss?ngers were marshaled 
into their appointed places, so there was no 
hurry or confusion. Life buoys were served 
out, the boats swung, and every preparation 
made for an emergency.

In these, there is a perceptible deference to conservatism in the demand for 
black—a notable disposition of the last two weeks—while the fashionable browns 
and greers and red, in the m any tones and tints of the present, are making de­ 
termined onslaught upon the conventiality which is expressed in black.

faint shades of lavender, heliotrope aad lilac colors, w ith pale torquoise blue and 
Nile green, showing tbe repetition which m ay ba expected always in evening 
colors. 
The colors referred to come in all grades of silk stuff*, appearing in 
faille as well as in the richest brocaded and embossed velvets and plashes, satin 
brocade and damask ; and they also appear in the woolen muslin?, grenadines 
and cashmeres. 
Despite the hard tim es ¡said to ¡be in existence among retail 
dealers in New York, and the harder times predicted before the winter expire», 
investm ent in the finer grades of Bilk stuffs is lively with our fashionable 
matrons, while they encourage the beautiful virtue of simplicity in young ladies 
by advising less expensive ¡materials ¡in their evening dresses, nun’s veilinp, for 
instance, grenadine or barega ; and French cashmere continues in high favor for 
opera and ball costnmes for fashionable debutantes.

H as regained favor with matrons, and evening dresses for] matrons are generally 
made with the .tra in ; though some dresses have an adjustable traie, the train 
to be dispensed with when dancing is ¡atended er expected. 
B ut for young 
ladies the evening drees is made w ith the 11 round skirt ” almost invariably. 
Cashmere dresses are very little trim m ed, being ¡dependent for effectiveness 
mainly on the adjustm ent of the drapery, while dresses of the woolen and the 
silk muslins and mull are abundantly garniture! w ith lace, the novelty laces 
being employed, and the effect frosty, poetical and charming. 
A s to the styles 
of making, preparation for the New Y ear’s Day recaption has developed nothing 
th at is very new. 
The embroidered tabliei, opened on by plaited side-, is varied 
by plaited side gores opening on plaited and draped tabiier?, in the greater num ­ 
ber of the more costly creations of which we have been accorded inspection ;

Of curved folds, bordered with lace, shadowed a t the top of the skirt by lace- 
edged pannier?, which lose themselves in the bouffant drapery of the back, is a 
distinguishing style in dres ios made of diaphanous m aterials. 
Of course there 
are subtle diffarencss perceptible iu every ¡costume ¡made up by au a rtiit in 
dressmaking, while there is a conscientious adherence to prevailing ideas. 
M atrons are supposed to indulge ia floral garnitures ; thero is much talk of an 
increasing rage for fljral trimming?, and elegant and expensive garlands and 
bouquets are being prepared accordingly by our dealers in flowers ; though sgaiu 
simplicity in debutantes is inculcated, by awarding to them only the bouquet de 
corsage, or tho waist bouquet. 
Ball dresses for married ladies are ornamented 
with garlands iollowing the lines of drapery on the tabiier, and witii large 
bonquets set at suggestive points amid the drapery on the back of the skirt.

Is mo3t frequently posed against the ¡neck-dress, high on .the left aide of the 
bosom, or is worn on the left side between the bosom and the belt line ; and the 
toilet is completed by a small cluster worn against the chignon, set low on the 
left side of the head. 
These hints for evening ¡dreBses in the main ; 
variations 
we shall have occasion to note from tim e to time w ithin the next several weeks, 
while we shall be on the qui vive for developments of tiete in fancy costumes. 
In the street dress, the redingote in clotb, of the earlier weeks of tbe seaseD, la 
giving way to the redingote or the pelisse of velvet or of plush ; and ccBtnmea 
combining a ekirt of plain velvet or of satin, w ith the pelisse of embossed velvet 
or plash, and a capote to match, constituts objectively the fashionable visiting 
outfit. 
The pelisse is made np w ithout extraneous trimming, and the most 
tasteful of the recent capotes have trimmings of plain velvet only, the velvet 
diepooed in drapery folds as seen in crepe bonnets.
